The  undersigned  trustees  of  Gilford  Public  Library 
respectfully  submit  the  following  reports  for  the  year  end- 
ing February  7,  1938.

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  eighteenth  annual 
report  as  superintendent  of  Gilford  schools.

Our  attendance  during  the  last  school  year  was  very 
satisfactory.  There  were  no  epidemics  to  interfere.  We 
cannot  expect  a  per  cent  of  attendance  higher  than  ninety- 
five.  But  one  pupil,  however,  had  a  perfect  record.  Lois 
Gordon  of  the  Intervale  School  was  neither  absent  nor 
tardy  during  the  year. 
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Report  op  School  Nurse 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 
of  Schools  : 

Gilford,  has  been  very  free  from  contagious  diseases 
during  the  past  year  and  the  children  seem  to  be  in  good 
general  health.  Scalp  and  skin  infections  are  well  cleared 
up  at  this  time. 

Several  children  with  bad  vision  have  had  glasses 
fitted  and  are  doing  much  better  school  work  with  less 
damage  to  the  weakened  eyes.  There  are  a  few  with  very 
defective  vision  who  are  still  handicapped  in  their  school 
work  for  lack  of  glasses  and  show  an  increasing  loss  of 
vision  each  year  as  measured  by  the  official  Snellen  Tests. 

Several  children  have  had  tonsils  attended  to  this 
year,  but  about  a  dozen  children  yet  show  signs  of  bad 
throats  and  need  attention.  Very  few  Gilford  children 
have  had  any  dental  work  done.  This  seems  to  be  the 
greatest  need  of  our  school  children.  If  enough  public 
interest  is  shown  in  this  work  to  make  it  possible  to  or- 
ganize a  committee  to  sponsor  a  dental  clinic  for  school 
children,  this  service  could  be  made  available  at  very  short 
notice  and  would  be  very  beneficial  to  the  children.  Ex- 
perience has  demonstrated  that  it  is  not  practical  to  at- 
tempt dental  clinic  work  without  a  sponsor. 

One  child  with  a  very  serious  ear  infection  of  a  chronic 
nature  was  successfully  treated  by  local  doctors  and  is  able 
to  attend  school  this  year  regularly  for  the  first  time  since 
entering.

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Consolidation 

The  last  school  meeting  voted  to  construct  and  equip 
a  central  school  at  Gilford  Village,  provided  a  grant  could 
be  obtained  from  the  Federal  Government  to  aid  in  finan- 
cing the  cost  of  construction  and  equipment.  A  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  act  jointly  with  the  School  Board 
in  the  selection  of  a  lot,  and  in  executing  necessary  con- 
tracts and  agreements  for  the  construction  of  the  building. 
A  bond  issue  not  to  exceed  $10,000.00  was  authorized,  and 
the  School  Board  was  instructed  to  make  application  to  the 
Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works  for 
a  grant  to  be  applied  to  aid  in  financing  the  cost  of  con- 
struction and  equipment. 

A  lot  was  selected  and  purchased.  The  School  Board 
promptly  made  application  for  the  grant,  furnished  all 
necessary  records  and  documents,  and  met  satisfactorily 
all  requirements.  The  application  was  approved  and  the 
grant  recommended  by  the  Regional  Director  of  the  Feder- 
al Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works.  A  special 
government  investigator  reported  favorably  on  the  pro- 
posed project  as  one  covering  a  real  need.  Final  favorable 
action  on  the  application,  however,  was  never  received 
from  Washington.  An  inquiry  from  the  School  Board 
brought  the  information  from  Secretary  Tekes'  office  that 
no  more  P.  W.  A.  grants  would  be  made. 

That  there  is  urgent  need  for  improved  housing  con- 
ditions for  our  local  schools  is  apparent  to  all  who  have 
really  investigated  the  situation."  A  consolidated  or  cen- 
tral school  is  the  reasonable  solution  of  the  problem. 
Wherever  consolidation  of  schools  has  taken  place  the  re- 
sults have  been  highly  satisfactory.  Gilford  should  have 
a  building  centrally  located  and  large  enough  to  meet  any 
reasonable  expectations  for  the  future.  Gilford  is  well 
able  to  carry  through  such  a  project  without  any  outside 
financial  assistance.     Forward  looking  as  this  community 
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is  in  many  respects  it  will  not  choose  to  lag  in  the  all  im- 
portant matter  of  schools. 

It  is  with  grateful  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  and 
help  of  the  School  Board,  teachers,  pupils  and  other  citi- 
zens that  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  Saturday,  March  12,  1938,  at  2  P.  M.,  to 
act  on  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  to  serve 
for  three  years. 

5.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  re- 
lation to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  auditors  or  of  any  com- 
mittees heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
school  board  and  other  district  officers. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  al- 
teration in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  assessed 
for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and 
the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  as 
determined  by  the  school  board  in  its  annual  report. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  construct  a  cen- 
tral school  building  at  Gilford  Village  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  all  the  schools  of  the  district,  and  provide  all 
necessary  equipment. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  choose  a  Building  Com- 
mittee, to  consist  of  the  School  Board  and  three  other  citi- 
zens, and  will  authorize  said  building  committee  to  execute 
any  and  all  contracts  or  agreements  necessary,  proper  or 
advisable  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  pro- 
posed school  building,  and  the  purchase  of  the  necessary 
equipment  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  to  exceed  Twenty-Thousand  Dollars
